Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Mailing. 

The  standards  which  one  usually  applies  to  assess  the  health 
of  an  area  are  those  of  birth-rate,  infant  mortality  rate,  and  tuberculosis 
death  rate.  In  all  three  respects  the  figures  applying  to  Mailing  Rural 
District  are  better  than  those  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

This  year  your  birth  rate  has  reached  a  new  high  level  at  20.83 
per  thousand  of  the  population,  and  indicates  the  youthful  character  of  your 
district  as  a  whole.  This  will,  of  course,  in  the  coming  years,  (and  to 
a  certain  degree  this  is  apparent  now),  bring  related  problems  in 
environmental  health  to  your  Council.  This  is  particularly  so  in  the  matter 
of  housing  where  the  demand  grows  apace,  and  in  the  future  will  show  itself 
in  the  increasing  standards  of  amenity  to  be  considered  by  you,  particularly  as 
children  get  older. 

It  will  no  longer  be  acceptable  to  design  houses  on  a  purely 
utility  basis  to  allow  The  minimum  standards  for  basic  requirements.  One  of 
the  problems  which  is  faced  by  a  growing  family  is  spare  room,  particularly 
’where  young  people  are  engaged  in  serious  studies.  Very  often  they  have 
only  the  kitchen  or  a  crowded  bedroom  to  carry  on  their  work.  This  extra 
room  is,  in  my  opinion,  an  urgent  necessity  in  designing  houses,  and  is 
something  which  will  have  to  be  seriously  considered  in  the  future.  With  a 
rapidly  expanding  district  such  as  yours,  this  kind  of  problem  will  be  a 
major  one  for  you,  but  one  which  I  am  sure  you  will  agree  is  tc  be  ^ackled. 

The  death  rate  for  Mailing  Rural  District,  at  10.97  per  thousand 
of  the  population,  is  again  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  and  has 
reached  a  stage  where  one  cannot  expect  much  improvement  to  be  effected  in 
the  next  few  years • 

This  again  has  a  relationship  to  housing,  and  there  is  an 
increasing  demand  for  the  opposite  kind  of  accommodation  for  elderly  people 
to  that  required  for  growing  families.  Older  people  do  not  want  to  be 
bothered  with  daily  chores  in  rooms  and  facilities  very  seldom  in  use. 

Their  want  is  the  minimum  that  an  elderly  person  can  reasonably  be  expected 
to  look  after. 

I  have  made  a  note  in  the  following  pages  of  the  figure  for 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  attained  during  the  year.  As  far  as  this  disease 
is  concerned,  I  am  always  surprised  when  the  yearly  figure  comes  in  that  it 
is  not  higher.  After  all,  poliomyelitis  is  a  disease  for  which  a  vaccine  is 
used  of  the  easiest  possible  nature  to  administer,  and  with  the  smallest  side 
effects  that  one  could  hope  to  obtain.  There  would  seem  to  be  no  adequate 
reason  wh y  people  should  not  avail  themselves  of  this  simple  protection  to 
ensure  that  at  least  as  far  as  they  themselves  were  concerned,  and  as  far  as 
science  can  assist,  poliomyelitis  is  no  longer  a  hazard  in  chis  district.  I 
suppose  this  is  a  feature  of  human  nature  which  one  has  to  put  up  with,  but 
it  is  an  extremely  frustrating  one. 
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As  in  previous  years  it  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  acknowledge  the 
assistance  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Coldrick,  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  from  all  other  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Inspectorate  increases  from  year  to  year,  and  it  is  of 
great  concern  to  me  that  when  an  unusual  incidence  of  disease,  such  as 
recently  has  been  the  case  with  sonne  dysentery,  the  facilities  of  the 
Department  are  stretched  to  breaking  point. 

The  demands  made  by  the  Public  Health  Department  have  been,  as 
I  am  sure  you  will  agree,  extremely  moderate  for  many  years  past  and  I 
think  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  shall  have  to  look  again  into  the  over 
all  establishment. 

In  1962,  as  in  previous  years,  I  have  had  a  high  degree  of 
co-operation  and  understanding  from  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  I  am 
indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  to  all  Members  for  their  ready  acceptance  of 
the  advice  which  I  have  given.  Indeed,  with  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
its  Officers  we  have  worked  as  a  team  to  maintain  a  standard  of  public 
health  throughout  your  district  which  has  appeared  to  us  to  establish  the 
best  aspects  of  preventive  medicine.

Once  again,  the  live  birth  rate  which  has  increased  steadily  since 
1957 1  is  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  and  the  figure  of  20.89  is 
the  highest  post-war  figure  which  has  been  recorded  for  your  district. 

Mailing  Rural  District  is,  of  course  a  "young"  district,  and  this  is  the  kind 
of  trend  which  would  be  expected. 

The  death  rate  too,  show’s  an  improvement  on  that  of  the  national 
figure,  but  has  reached  a  level  which  cannot  be  improved  to  any  great 
extent. 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  the ’infant  mortality  rate  at  19.25 
is  not  only  below  that  of  England  and  Wales,  but  is  one  of  the  best  figures 
we  have  had  in  recent  years .

There  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  figures  for  tuberculosis 
over  the  past  few  years,  but  the  number  of  deaths  this  year  has  fallen  by 
two.

The  table  on  poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  on  a  slightly  different 
basis  this  year,  since  the  completed  courses  of  oral  vaccine  are  gi^en 
separately  for  the  first  time. 

Since  poliomyelitis  vaccination  started  in  your  District, 

14,610  people  have  completed  a  course  of  three  injected  or  oral  doses. 

In  addition  3 >145  school  children  have  received  four  protective  doses. 

Although  this  seems  very  satisfactory,  in  fact,  the  facilities 
offeied  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  are  so  easily  applied  now  thab 
one  would  expect  practically  100  per  cent  of  people  in  the  groups  •Lo 
whom  protection  is  available  to  have  received  the  necessary  doses.

The  figures  for  both  primary  and  revaccination  against  smallpox 
for  1962  are,  of  course,  heavily  inflated  by  the  unusual  aemani  caused 
by  the  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  this  country  in  the  winter  of  1961/62. 

At  least  one  good  result  has  come  out  of  that  outbreak,  namely 
that  a  considerable  number  of  people  are  now  protected  who  otherwise 
would  not  have  had  the  advantage  of  vaccination.  It  is,  however,  a 
salutary  thought  that  it  requires  a  major  epidemic  to  convince  people 
of  the  value  of  vaccination. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  particularly  in  these  days  of  easy  travel 
and  the  inherent  hazard  of  the  rapid  transmission  of  infection,  more 
and  more  people  will  ensure  that  their  vaccinial  state  is  kept  up  to 
standard.

This  position  also  applies,  to  a  lesser  degree,  to  the  reinforcing 
injections • 


We  have  not  heard  a  great  deal  about  diphtheria  in  the  past 
twelve  months,  but  it  still  can  be  a  real  hazard  and  the  only  method 
of  warding  it  off  is  by  maintaining  a  high  level  of  immunity  especially 
amongst  school  children. 
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THE  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948  and  1951 


Eight  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  5  old  persons  during  the 
year  to  investigate  their  living  conditions.,  and  to  endeavour  to 
improve  such  conditions. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  apply  to  the  Court  for  any 
orders  for  removal  to  Institutions.  One  old  lady  was  removed  to 
Linton  Hospital  at  the  request  of  her  own  Doctor  and  one  elderly  man 
received  assistance  from  the  W.V.S.  and  Home  Help  Service.  He  has 
since  been  living  happily  in  a  clean  and  tidy  cottage.  The  remaining 
3  cases  all  concerned  elderly  men  and  were  being  kept  under  active  review 
at  the  year’s  end0

The  figures  for  cancer  deaths  fell  in  1962  from  'JQ  in  the  previous 
year  to  62  in  the  current  year.  The  largest  decrease  has  been  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  a  total  of  12  in  1962, 
compared  with  23  in  1961. 

Although  these  figures  are  encouraging,  one  cannot  unfortunately 
take  statistics  for  one  year  out  of  context  of  a  trend  which  shows, 
particularly  nationally,  to  be  in  the  opposite  direction.  The  figures 
do,  however,  bring  out  the  prevailing  trend,  in  this  district  at  least,  that 
the  largest  number  of  fatal  cases  is  still  occurring  in  the  later  stages  of 
life,  particularly  over  the  age  of  65  years.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Mailing, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
circumstances  existing  in  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31s t 
December,  1962. 

Mrs.  P.  Wagener,  my  shorthand  typist,  resigned  from  the  Council's 
service  in  August  at  the  height  of  the  holiday  season.  This  caused  some 
disruption,  but  -with  the  appointment  of  Miss  Symons  in  September  things  were 
soon  restored  to  normal. 

The  only  other  staff  change  during  the  year  was  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  A.J.  Weller  the  Cleansing  Officer  and  as  a  result  the  administration  in  the 
Department  has  been  altered.  Mr.  R.M.  Cripps  now  attends  to  the  day  to 
day  running  of  the  Cleansing  Section  and  an  additional  clerk  has  been  appointed 
to  commence  his  duties  in  the  new  year. 

Mr.  Weller  was  a  loyal,  enthusiastic  and  efficient  officer  and 
colleague  and  it  is  mainly  due  to  his  efforts  that  the  Cleansing  Department  is  so 
efficient  today  and  that  the  change  over  could  be  effected  so  smoothly. 

It  may  be  of  interest  at  this  time  to  consider  the  changes  that  have 
occurred  in  the  35  years  that  Mr.  Weller  was  with  the  Department.  When  he 
joined  the  Council's  service  the  staff  of  the  cleansing  department  consisted  of 
4  men  operating  2  horse  drawn  carts,  one  of  which  ms  fitted  with  a  200  gallon 
tank  and  was  operated  st  night,  collecting  night  soil  and  emptying  priwies. 

In  this  year  of  1927  the  first  mechanical  cesspool  emptier  was  purchased,  a 
solid  tyred  vehicle  with  oil  lamps  and  restricted  to  a  12  m.p.h.  speed  limit. 

At  this  time  with  respect  to  refuse  collection  only  East  Mailing  and  Ditton 
parishes  were  dealt  with  by  direct  labour.  In  4  other  parishes  scavenging  was 
carried  out  by  contract,  and  the  remaining  14  parishes  had  no  organised 
scavenging  at  all. 

In  1930,  the  first  4  cubic  yard  motor  refuse  vehicle  was  obtained  and 
by  1936 ,  8  parishes  had  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  by  the  Council,  2  others 
still  being  dealt  with  under  contract,  the  remaining  10  parishes  receiving  a 
monihly  collection  of  unbumable  material  only,  such  as  tins  and  bottles. 

It  was  not  until  1946  that  it  was  found  possible  to  give  these  latter  parishes 
a  fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  and  I960  finally  saw  the  whole  of  the 
district  receiving  a  weekly  collection. 

In  1928  with  scavenging  being  carried  out  in  6  parishes,  a  total  of 
3,650  loads  of  house  refuse  and  3 >165  loads  from  cesspools  and  pail  closets 
were  collected,  in  1962  these  figures  had  risen  to  17?383  tons  of  house  refuse 
and  17,897  loads  from  cesspools  and  pail  closets.  To  cope  wi th  this,  there  is 
a  staff  of  54  and  a  fleet  of  23  vehicles. 

There  were  no  major  items  of  legislation  affecting  the  Department 
enacted  during  the  year.  Pull  attention  was  given  to  all  aspects  of 
environmental  hygiene  and  sanitation.  Caravans  continued  to  take  up  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  and  further  consideration  was  given  to  the  provision 
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of  a  Caravan  Site  for  gypsies  and  other  intinerants.  The  second  five  year 
programme  of  Slum  Clearance  continued  satisfactorily  and  much  time  was  spent 
on  the  control  of  food  stuffs.  Meat  inspection  was  maintained  at  the  now 
accepted  level  of  100 fo  inspection  of  all  animals  killed  in  the  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district* 

The  completion  of  the  Wouldham  Sewage  Works  and  Sewerage  Scheme 
relieved  the  cesspool  emptying  service  only  to  a  small  degree,  but  this  was 
more  than  offset  by  the  new  developments  taking  place  throughout  the  distinct. 
Not  until  the  treatment  facilities  proposed  at  the  various  sewage  works  have 
been  completed  will  the  difficulty  of  disposing  of  cesspool  contents  be 
overcome. 


HOUSING 

Work  on  the  Second  five  year  Slum  Clearance  programme  continued 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  In  all,  J8  official  representations  were 
made,  (including  9  Local  Authority  dwellings  at  Four  Acres,  East  Mailing 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government)  resulting  in  14 
demolition  orders  and  19  closing  orders.  5  of  'the  representations  were  due 
for  consideration  and  the  making  of  appropriate  orders  in  1963.  A  further 
4  demolition  orders  and  5  closing  orders  were  made  as  a  result  of 
representations  made  in  1961. 

22  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year.  In  alx,  29  families 
comprising  88  persons  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  from  unfit  houses.  The 
Council's  policy  to  continue  building  and  their  support  in  allocating  a 
proportion  of  houses  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  slum  property,  has  ensured 
the  success  of  the  programme  to  date. 

1,143  visits  were  made  under  this  heading  during  the  year,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  serve  51  informal  and  5  statutory  notices  requiring  housing  repairs. 
Set  out  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  this  section  of  the  report  is  a  Summary 
of  the  repairs  effected.  The  following  shows  the  number  of  houses  rendered  fit 
during  the  year.

Once  again  I  have  to  report  that  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair.  During  the  year  cnly  4 
applications  were  received  as  against  8  for  the  previous  year,  a  total  of  145 
applications  have  been  dealt  with  since  the  Rent  Act,  1957  came  into  force. 

Of  the  4  Gases  dealt  with,  2  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  and  2 
undertakings  to  carry  out  the  necessary  works  were  received  from  landlords. 

Applications  foi  Improvement  Grants  are  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  C.  Bro\/n,  who  has  supplied  the  following

There  was  a  decrease  of  48  applications  submitted  for  discretionary 
grants  compared  with  1961  and  the  cost  of  such  grants  decreased  by  £15,264* 
The  number  of  Standard  Grants  increased  by  3  on  the  previous  year  and  the 
amount  paid  by  way  of  grant  rose  by  £295* 

It  is  abundantly  clear  that  the  older  Cottage  type  properties  are 
not  being  brought  up  to  modem  standards  in  sufficient  numbers,  or  at  a 
sufficient  rate,  and  unless  some  way  of  encouraging  owners  to  carry  out 
improvement  works  can  be  found,  cottages  will  continue  to  fall  into  the  Slum 
Clearance  category#

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HOP  PICKING 


The  picking  season  during  1962  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  September 
and  continued  to  the  end  of  the  month.  There  was  an  estimated  2217  pickers 
housed  in  16  camps,  the  other  10  farms  using  machines  with  local  labour. 

This  represents  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  pickers  of  344  compared  with  last 
year.  Two  additional  machines  were  brought  intp  use  giving  a  total  of  18 
machines  in  the  district  whilst  one  farm  ceased  to  produce  hops.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  number  of  machines  will  further  increase  as  the  years 
pass  so  that  hop  pickers  will  no  longer  be  required. 

42  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
Council’s  byelaws.  These  visits  covered  inspections  made  before  picking 
commenced  and  during  occupation  of  the  huts.  As  in  previous  years,  the 
primitive  earth  latrines  and  refuse  disposal  required  most  attention.  The 
growers  were  co-operative  and  generally  conditions  were  satisfactory. 

The  byelaw  requiring  all  huts  to  be  vacated  not  later  than  30th 
November  continued  to  be  implemented  and  farmers  have  been  co-operative. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  majority  of  the  12,566  premises  receiving  a  piped  supply  of  water 
from  a  public  mains  are  supplied  by  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  the  remaining 
226  are  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  Maidstone  Waterworks  Company  the 
Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company  and  the  Medway  Water  Board.  In  addition, 
172  premises  receive  their  water  from  5  private  sources  of  supply. 

Two  areas  in  the  district  continued  to  be  without  an  adequate  water 
supply  i.e.,  the  Bells  Pam  area  of  East  Peckham  and  the  Holly  Hill  area  of 
Birling  parish.  As  I  have  reported  in  previous  years,  due  to  the  small 
number  of  properties  and  the  distance  from  existing  mains  it  is  not  possible  to 
provide  piped  supplies  to  these  areas  within  the  bounds  of  reasonable  cost. 

During  the  year,  approval  was  given  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  to  two  schemes  to  extend  water  mains.  One  scheme  to  serve  7 
properties  in  Coldharbour  Lane  in  Aylesford  parish  was  completed  during  the 
year,  the  other,  to  serve  25  houses  in  the  parishes  of  West  Peckham  and  Plaxtol 
was  delayed  pending  the  securing  of  the  necessary  easements,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
this  extension  will  be  carried  out  in  1963*  During  the  year  under  review  the 
private  supply  at  Borough  Green,  serving  6  dwellings  was  discontinued  and  the 
dwellings  connected  to  a  mains  supply.

SAMPLES 


Hone  of  the  waters  are  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action,  and 
samples  confirm  the  absence  of  lead  contamination.  Precautions  against  these 
contaminations  have  not  therefore  been  necessary. 

All  supplies  have  been  sampled  regularly  during  the  year,  particular 
attention  again  being  paid  to  the  untreated  private  supplies.  The  following

9  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  unfiltered  water  of  the 
Tottington  Spring  supply.  All  dwellings  on  this  supply  are  provided  with 
bacteriological  filters,  and  samples  taken  after  filtration  proved  satisfactory. 

3  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  a  private  supply  at  Borough 
Green.  Further  samples  proved  satisfactory,  and  at  the  years  end  the  6 
properties  served  by  the  supply  had  been  connected  to  the  mains  supply. 
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The  remaining  2  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  a  private 
supply  at  Hamptons,  Further  samples  proved  satisfactory 

In  addition  to  the  above,  1  chemical  and  1  bacteriological  sample 
were  taken  from  a  lake  at  Shipboume  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  pollution. 
The  results  showed  that  this  was  good  water  for  a  lake  and  there  was  no 
recent  excretal  pollution. 

Both  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  of  the  Mid 
Kent  Water  Company’s  supply  are  carried  out  at  frequent  intervals.  During 
1962,  there  were  89  samples  taken  from  the  Trosley  water,  and  58  from  the 
Hailing  supply.  Results  are  consistently  satisfactory  and  the  folio-wing 
table  gives  the  average  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  during  the  year  s-

The  707  yards  of  1-g*’  main  in  the  parish  of  Aylesford  was  laid  to 
serve  7  properties  in  the  Little  Preston  Area  of  Coldharbour  Lane  as  a 
result  of  the  scheme  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
in  1961.  This  was  the  only  new  main  laid  for  the  benefit  of  existing  houses 
not  hitherto  served  by  public  mains.  The  other  new  mains  were  laid  chiefly 
to  serve  new  development  and  to  replace  existing  mains  with  larger  diameter 
pipes • 


Delivery  of  Water 

It  was  necessary  during  1962  to  deliver  4>400  gallons  of  water  to 
houses  dependent  on  stored  rainwater  in  the  Holly  Hill  Area  of  Birling  and 
Snodland.  This  amount  which  was  precisely  the  same  as  that  delivered  the 
previous  year,  fluctuates  from  year  to  year  depending  of  course  on  the 
weather.  The  position  regarding  the  provision  of  a  piped  water  supply  to 
these  properties  is  unchanged,  due  to  the  prohibitive  cost  involved.

recorded. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD 


As  in  previous  years  regular  routine  visits  were  made  to  all 
premises  inhere  food  is  handled  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations ,  and  during  the  year  a  total  of  1,675  visits  were  made, 
excluding  visits  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 

The  trend  for  premises  to  he  improved  has  continued  especially  when  there 
has  been  a  change  of  occupier.  The  installation  of  deep  freeze  cabinets 
is  now  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception.  These  cabinets  are  excellent 
means  of  hygienic  food  storage  if  used  correctly  and  for  the  right  foods. 

In  an  effort  to  assist  shopkeepers  in  this  matter  cards  have  been  printed 
setting  out  detailed  advice  on  the  storage  of  foods  in  refrigerated  cabinets. 
The  District  Inspectors  are  supplied  with  thermometers  for  testing  the 
temperatures  in  all  refrigerated  food  storage  cabinets  used  to  supply  food 
to  the  public.  In  only  a  few  instances  have  temperatures  been  above  the 
recommended  level  and  immediate  adjustments  have  been  effected.  As  in 
previous  years  there  has  been  co-operation  from  the  proprietors  of  food 
premises,  but  constant  routine  inspection  must  be  carried  out  if  effective 
control  of  these  premises  is  to  be  maintained. 

8  cases  of  foreign  bodies  in  food  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department,  but  in  none  of  these  cases  was  legal  proceedings  warranted.  All 
the  foods  involved  were  manufactured  outside  the  district,  enquiries  were 
instituted  in  these  areas  with  the  co-operation  of  the  public  health  department 
concerned,  and  steps  taken  in  an  endeavour  to  preclude  any  further  recurrance.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


Although  the  total  number  of  slaughterhouse  licences  remained  at 
4  as  for  last  year,  the  position  was  changed  in  that  one  slaughterhouse 
licence  was  not  renewed  and  one  new  licence  was  issued.  Only  two  of  the 
slaughterhouses  were  used  regularly,  slaughtering  having  ceased  at  one  and 
the  new  premises  which  has  been  brought  up  to  the  new  standards  required,  had 
not  been  used  by  the  end  of  the  year.  During  the  year  the  proposals  to  bring 
the  slaughterhouse  at  East  Mailing  up  to  the  required  standard  had  received 
approval  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  work  will  be  commenced  early  in  the 
new  year.  Although  the  total  of  2,060  animals  killed  was  a  reduction  on  the 
figure  for  last  year,  it  is  still  higher  than  the  total  kill  in  each  of  the 
previous  years.  The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  is  the  lowest  recorded  since 
the  return  to  private  slaughtering  in  1954  and  gives  an  indication  of  the  general 
good  quality  of  the  meat  supply  in  the  district.  For  the  second  year  in 
succession  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  although  careful  examination  was  made,  no 
tuberculosis  was  found  nor  was  any  evidence  of  cysticercus  bovis  noted. 

In  my  opinion,  lOCfyo  inspection  of  all  animals  killed  for  human 
consumption  is  a  must  if  the  district's  meat  supplies  are  to  be  safe-guarded. 
Unfortunately  the  majority  of  slaughtering  takes  place  at  the  week-ends  and  in 
the  evenings  and  a  considerable  amount  of  the  inspections  cannot  be  carried  out 
during  normal  working  hours.  In  order  that  this  important  aspect  should  receive 
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full  attention  it  ms  necessary  for  the  two  Inspectors  engaged  in  neat 
inspection  to  work  163  hours  overtime,  including  work  on  3  Saturdays  and 
40  Sundays  during  the  year  under  review.

The  position  with  regard  to  the  handling  and  sale  is  generally 
satisfactory.  A  total  of  257  inspections  were  made  to  ensure  that  the 
standard  of  hygiene  is  well  maintained. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  year  1962  brought  no  significant  changes  in  methods  of 
Rodent  Control  treatment.  The  Research  Department  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  continually  experimenting  in  order  to  find 
improved  baits  and  poisons  and  new  methods  of  baiting,  and  the  department  is 
always  anxious  to  pass  on  this  information  as  soon  as  it  is  proved.  The 
Ministry  Staff  are  always  willing  to  assist  if  a  particular  problem  arises. 

There  has  continued  to  be  a  trend  for  notification  of  infestations 
in  their  very  early  stages,  thus  preventing  the  build-up  of  major  infestations. 

Total  treatments  carried  out  by  your  Operator  during  the  year 
amounted  to  395 »  a  reduction  on  the  very  high  figure  of  1961  which  was  a  very 
bad  year  for  rodent  inf es cations  throughout  the  country  as  a  whole,  but  an 
increase  over  the  average  figure  for  recent  years.  Routine  survey  work  of  all 
premises  in  the  area,  including  agricultural  holdings,  has  taken  up  a 
considerable  amount  of  time. 
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Tlie  number  of  annual  contracts  has  again  increased  and  there 
were  21  in  force  at  the  years  end,  bringing  in  approximately  £284  towards  the 
cost  of  running  the  service.  These  contracts  are  highly  satisfactory  both 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  occupier  of  the  premises  and  of  the  Council 
as  they  enable  the  premises  to  be  kept  under  constant  surveillance  and  rodent 
infestations  to  an  absolute  minimum.  The  contracts  in  force  now  cover 
Agricultural  Holdings,  Factories,  Hospitals,  Agricultural  Research  Establishments , 
Laboratories  and  a  number  of  other  commerical  undertakings. 

Regular  inspections  and  treatments  are  carried  out  at  all  the 
Council's  premises,  including  sewage  works,  pumping  stations,  refuse  tips, 

etc . , 


In  connection  with  the  treatment  of  sewers  within  the  Rural  District, 
I  have  to  report  that  the  position  is  very  satisfactory.  Routine  tests  and 
treatments  have  continued  throughout  the  area  and  particular  attention  has 
again  been  paid  to  sewers  in  the  parishes  of  West  Mailing  and  Snodland.  In 
both  these  parishes  the  sewers  are  old  and  lend  themselves  to  easy  infestation, 
but  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  "takes"  obtained  in  these  two  parishes  during 
the  year  show  that  the  number  of  rats  has  been  reduced  to  negligible 
proportions •

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PEST  CONTROL 


This  small  service  administered  by  the  Department  and  carried 
out  by  the  Rodent  Operator,  Mr.  II.  Jenner,  is  one  which  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  residents  of  your  district.  The  department  is  able  to 
assist  householders  in  the  eradication  of  many  small  but  irksome 
infestations  of  insects  of  various  kinds.  The  number  of  treatments  for 
such  things  as  bed  bugs  and  fleas  is  now  very  small  and  the  service  is  more 
greatly  concerned  with  wasps,  beetles,  cockroaches  etc.  Numerical  details 
of  treatments  are  set  out  below: - 

Cockroaches  34s  Ants  60:  Beetles  4s  Bees  3:  Fleas  4: 

Bats  2:  Wasps  15s  Bed  Bugs  2:  Flies  2: 

Wasps  nests  continue  to  be  destroyed  free  of  charge  on  domestic 
premises  but  work  on  business  establishments  was  subject  to  payment  of  the 
actual  cost  of  the  work.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  was  a  great  fall  in 
the  number  of  wasps  nests  treated  in  1962.  This  was  largely  brought  about 
by  the  very  damp  cold  weather  in  the  spring  of  the  year.  Such  conditions 
cause  high  mortality  among  young  queen  wasps  at  the  time  of  emergence  from 
hibernation  and  the  finding  of  nest  sites,  thus  reducing  the  eventual  number 
of  nests  formed  during  the  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  carry  out  any  treacments  at  the  Holly  Hill  public  open  space 
during  1962. 


PUBLIC  CLEANS INC 


The  following  is  the  report  on  the  operation  and  working  of  the 
Public  Cleansing  services  during  the  year  1962:- 

Manpower 

The  establishment  in  connection  with  the  public  cleansing 
services  comprises  52  men  and  2  women,  employed  as  follows  :- 

1  General  Foreman 

1  Chargehand  fitter 

1  Assistant  fitter 

2  Refuse  disposal  and  tractor  drivers  engaged 

on  the  refuse  tip 
16  men  on  cesspool  emptying 
31  men  on  refuse  collection 

2  women  employed  on  salvage  sorting  and  baling 

The  total  establishment  of  54  personnel  remained  the  same  as  for 
196^  yet  an  additional  738  houses  were  taken  into  the  refuse  collection 
s  cheme • 

Time  lost  during  the  year  continued  at  a  very  high  level,  no 
less  than  742ir  days  being  lost.  Although  this  is  a  slight  improvement  on 
the  previous  year  it  is  nevertheless  higher  than  the  average  in  recent  years. 
578  of  these  days  were  lost  because  of  sickness,  32  days  due  to  absence  with 
permission  and  the  remaining  I3R2  day3  were  taken  without  permission  and  indeed 
without  any  reasonable  excuse  being  produced.  Loss  of  pa;y  in  these  latter 
circumstances  is  no  deterrent  and  dismissal  is  certainly  no  answer.  The 
year's  loss  is  the  equivalent  of  almost  3  men,  and  when  holidays  are  added, 
it  is  interesting  to  record  that  with  the  present  strength  there  are,  on 
average,  four  men,  viz:-  2  drivers  and  2  mates  away  from  work  for  three 
quarters  of  the  year.  Careful  planning  takes  care  of  the  holidays  but  the 
other  losses  for  which  there  is  no  prior  notice,  cause  the  greatest  concern 
and  make  the  general  foreman's  job  of  crewing  up  the  machines  each  morning, 
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almost  a  nightmare  at  times.  I  gratefully  record  my  appreciation  to  the 
foreman  for  the  grand  job  of  work  he  does  with  the  men,  particularly  in 
the  difficult  circumstances  described. 

The  constant  turnover  of  manpower  continued  as  heretofore  during 
the  year  but  at  a  slightly  lesser  tempo  than  in  1961,  12  men  leaving  the 
Council’s  service  and  12  being  newly  engaged.  It  is  significant  that  of  the  12 
newly  engaged  during  the  year  one  man  could  stick  the  job  for  only  2  days 
whilst  another  lasted  only  5  days. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

All  the  parishes  in  the  rural  district  continued  to  receive  a 
weekly  collection,  and  tnis  embraced  an  additional  738  houses  during  1962. 

The  nature  ol  the  refuse  collected  still  tends  to  become  more  bulky 
in  relation  to  it’s  weight  but  despite  this  the  total  weight  collected  during 
1962  increased  by  over  600  tons. 

All  refuse  was  tipped  at  the  Council’s  tip  at  Birling  Marshes  under 
strictly  controlled  conditions.  Several  acres  of  land  on  which  tipping  has 
ceased,  were  levelled  and  prepared  for  return  to  the  owners  of  the  land,  The 
Birling  Parish  Council.  To  leave  this  land  in  good  condition  in  accordance 

with  the  terms  of  the  contract  entails  a  great  deal  of  work.  These  operations 
were  held  up  during  the  winter  months  due  to  inclement  weather.  The  two  tractors 
again  proved  invaluable  in  spreading  and  covering  the  refuse.  Earth  from  the 
base  of  the  tip  is  dug  out  prior  to  tipping,  and  is  used  for  final  covering. 

One  of  the  tractors,  viz;  the  Fordson  is  now  very  dilapidated  and  worn  and  is  in 
constant  need  of  repair.  It’s  useful  life  cannot  be  extended  much  longer. 

At  the  year’s  end  negotiations  were  in  progress  for  the  extension 
of  the  litter  bin  service  and  the  provision  of  bins  bearing  advertisements 
was  being  considered.  There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of 
litter  collected  from  the  existing  bins  and  a  fair  amount  of  time  is  involved 
in  emptying  during  the  normal  weekly  refuse  collection,  but  I  feel  that  it  is 
time  well  spent.  It  was  necessary  to  repair  and  replace  a  number  of  bins, 
mainly  due  to  malicious  damage.  This  work  was  carried  out  by  your  fitters. 

The  following  table  sets  out  the  amounts  of  refuse  and  other 
materials  conveyed  by  your  vehicles  during  the  past  five  years

It  will  be  seen  that  whereas  the  tonnage  of  refuse  collected  has 
arisen,  the  total  tonnage  carried  has  fallen  slightly.  This  is  caused  by  a 
fall  in  the  tonnage  of  hardcore  and  covering  material  for  the  refuse  tip 
ana  roads • 
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These  materials  are  of  course  essential  for  the  proper  running 
of  a  refuse  tip  but  I  have  had  certain  difficulties  in  arranging  the 
collection  of  sufficient  quantities  during  1962.  This  is  really  due  to 
labour  difficulties  and  the  continuing  growth  of  the  district  with  an 
increasing  number  of  houses  to  deal  with  each  year.  Although  I  have  a 
2  ton  lorry  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  refuse  vehicles  to  collect  hardcore 
and  covering  whenever  they  have  had  a  short  time  free  from  house  collection. 


Salvage 


The  collection  of  salvage  was  continued  during  1962,  al trough 
there  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  tonnage  collected  and  in  the  total  receipts. 
Salvageable  materials  fall  under  the  following  main  headings  -  waste  paper, 
including  newsprint  and  fibreboard;  metal,  both  ferrous  and  non-ferrous; 
and  rags • 


The  following  table  shows  the  position  in  connection  writh 
salvage  sales  and  income  over  the  past  five  years s- 
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Total  expenditure  on  salvage  during  1962  amounted  to 
£3 >890.  18s.  lid.  giving  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  income  for  the 
year  of  £461.  17s.  8-gd,  hut  this  expenditure  included  a  number  of  non¬ 
recurring  items  amounting  to  £904.  19s.  Id.  including  a  new  power  baler  and 
a  mechanical  loader  for  bales. 

Tlie  maintenance  of  the  salvage  bonus  at  50%  of  salvage  income 
has  been  of  very  great  value  in  maintaining  the  labour  foice  of  the 
department.  Without  it  I  feel  that  even  greater  labour  difficulties  would 
have  been  experienced. 


Cesspool  Emptying 

Your  fleet  of  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  comprises  8  working 
machines  and  one  stand-by  machine  making  9  in  all.  It  was  possible  to 
operate  the  spare  machine  only  very  infrequently  during  the  year,  because 
of  labour  difficulties.  With  a  kerb-side  collection  of  refuse  it  is 
imperative  that  the  collection  crews  be  kept  up  to  strength  for  obviously 
if  bins  are  placed  out  they  must  be  collected.  This  can  only  be  achieved 
by  denuding  the  cesspool  emptier  crews.  You  will  appreciate  therefore  that 
the  number  of  cesspool  emptying  machines  at  work  on  any  given  day  is 
dependent  on  the  number  of  men  reporting  for  duty. 

Nevertheless  17,812  eight  hundred  gallon  leads  were  removed  from 
cesspools  during  19 63,  an  increase  of  1,217  loans  over  the  previous  year. 

The  improvement  of  the  service,  giving  a  6  weekly  emptying  where  necessary, 
plus  new  development  on  cesspool  drainage  made  it  apparent  at  the  year’s  end 
that  our  resources  under  this  heading  are  likely  to  be  stretched  to  the  limit 
next  year.

Garages,  Vehicles  and  Maintenance 


Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  vehicle  fleet,  it  was  necessary 
during  the  year  to  provide  garage  space  for  one  further  machine.  This 
was  done  by  means  of  an  extension  to  the  new  garage  building  on  the 
South-east  side  of  the  site  at  your  East  Mailing  Depot,  where  all  the 
vehicles  of  the  department,  except  the  two  tractors  at  the  refuse  tip,  are 
garaged.  There  are  24  vehicles  under  the  control  of  this  department  as 
follows : - 
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10  refuse  collection  vehicles  (including  one  spare) 

9  Cesspool  Emptiers  -  including  one  spare 

1  two-ton  truck. 

2  vans  -  1  general  foreman,  1  rodent  operator 

2  tractors 

One  of  the  older  refuse  vehicles  was  replaced  during  1962  by 
a  new  ’’Pakamatic”  continuous  loading  type  vehicle  of  35  cubic  yards  capacity 
and  one  old  cesspool  emptier  was  taken  out  of  service  and  replaced  by  a 
vehicle  of  1,500  gallons  capacity.  The  greater  capacity  of  these  two  new 
vehicles  is  proving  very  useful  in  taking  up  the  increased  work.  At  the 
year’s  end  negotiations  were  taking  place  in  connection  with  the  replacement 
of  two  further  vehicles  during  1963 • 

All  the  Council’s  vehicles,  including  the  three  under  the 
Control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department,  are  maintained  by 
your  fitters  at  East  Mailing.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  fitters  as  the 
time  lost  through  mecnanical  breakdown  is  very  small  indeed. 

A  major  part  of  the  expenditure  on  maintenance  involved  tyres 
and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  system  of  remoulding  has 
continued  most  satisfactorily  during  1962.  It  has  been  the  custom  to 
include  in  this  report  a  table  shewing  the  saving  Involved  due  to  remoulding, 
etc.  I  am  afraid  that  this  is  no  longer  possible  owing  to  the  new  procedure 
of  buying  through  uhe  County  Supplies  Department,  but  I  would  hasten  to  assure 
members  that  even  greater  savings  are  being  achieved  by  bulk  purchases  through 
this  source.

13  routine  visits  were  made  to  outworkers  premises  during  1962, 
and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  each  case. 
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SMOKE  CONTROL 


The  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  continued  to  he  implemented 
during  the  year.  20  recorded  observations  of  chimney  stacks  were  taken  in 
addition  to  unrecorded  observations ,  and  in  all,  218  visits  were  made  in 
this  connection. 

Complaints  of  an  unpleasant  smell,  alleged  to  be  hydrogan 
sulphide,  emanating  from  a  cement  works  were  received  during  the  year. 
Following  consultations  with  H>M.  Alkali  Inspector  and  the  Management 
concerned,  oxygen  meters  were  fitt.ed  and  other  improvements  canied  out  in 
the  combustion  process  with  the  result  that  the  nuisance  was  mitigated. 
Complaints  were  also  received  of  a  dust  nuisance  from  this  factory,  and  the 
Alkali  Inspector  has  done  all  he  can  to  improve  matters  but  it  is  unlikely 
that  any  spectacular  improvement  will  result  until  the  3  kilns  at  present 
without  electro  static  precipitators,  are  fitted  with  same. 

Luring  the  year,  complaints  were  received  of  a  dust  nuisance  from 
a  mobile  asphalt  plant  at  Aylesford  Sandpits  used  for  the  production  of 
material  for  near-by  road  works.  Following  the  provision  of  additional  dust 
arresting  equipment  the  position  improved.  With  the  completion  of  the  road 
works  the  plant  closet  down  and  was  eventually  removed. 

One  source  of  complaint  was  of  smoke  and  smell  from  a  crematorium 
in  Aylesford  parish.  The  installation  was  checked  by  the  manufacturers  and 
there  were  no  further  complaints . 

Smoke  in  excess  of  the  permitted  period  was  emitted  by  a  factory 
in  Snodland.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  tne  management  concerned,  an 
improvement  was  effected  and  the  question  of  installing  an  automatic  stoker 
and  the  uso  of  smokeless  fuel  was  under  consideration  at  the  year's  end. 

The  matter  is  being  kept  under  review. 

Plans  for  a  new  incinerator  and  two  furnaces  were  approved  under 
the  Act  during  the  year. 


SHOPS  ALMINIS  TRAT ION 


The  administration  of  the  Shops  Act  continued  to  be  dealt  with 
whilst  visiting  shops  for  various  other  duties.  Luring  the  year  under  review 
a  total  of  320  visits  were  made  under  the  Act.  Special  visits  are  made  to 
shops  on  a  change  of  occupancy,  the  terms  of  the  legislation  are  explained 
to  the  occupier  and  brochures  setting  out  the  principal  provisions  of  the 
Act  are  left.  From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  issue  warnings  with 
regard  to  sale  of  gooas  on  the  half  day  and  on  Sundays.  It  was  not  found 
necessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

No  order  was  made  suspending  the  operation  of  the  Act  during 
Christmas  week,  but  despite  this,  no  infringements  were  noted. 
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SWIMMING  POOLS 


Two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  district  were  open  to 
the  public  during  the  year.  Both  pools  receive  their  water  from  the  mains 
of  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  and  operate  on  a  continuous  filtration  and 
aeration  process.  The  pool  in  the  Blue  Bell  Hill  area  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Boy  Scouts  Association  is  an  indoor  pool  and  continued  to  be  open  all  the 
year  round.  It  is  provided  with  continuous  chlorination  and  heating  plants. 
The  open  air  pool  in  the  Addington  area  is  hand  chlorinated,  and  closes  down  in 
the  winter  months. 

Regular  sampling  is  carried  out  and  both  pools  are  under  constant 
supervision,  particular  at+ention  being  given  during  the  summer  season. 

100  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  in  1962,  of  these  92  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 


5  of  the  8  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  irom  the  Blue  Bell 
Hill  pool  and  proved  to  be  due  to  a  machanical  breakdown  of  the  treatment 
plant.  Repairs  were  effected  and  further  samples  proved  satis factory. 

The  remaining  3  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  the  open  air  pool  and 
following  advice  on  treatment,  repeat  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 


MOVEABLE  D1, TELLINGS 

Luring  the  year,  11  licences  were  issued  under  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960  for  sites  housing  a  total  of  39 
caravans . 


As  in  previous  years  the  model  standards  have  been  closely  followed 
but  each  site  has  been  judged  on  its  merits  following  a  full  discussion  with 
the  site  operator. 

A  total  of  483  visits  were  made  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

Whereas  there  is  no  particular  problem  in  the  district  at  the 
moment  from  the  unauthorised  site  point  of  view,  if  caravans  were  not  dealt 
with  promptly  when  they  first  park  without  permission  a  problem  would  soon 
be  created. 


Roadside  verges  and  one  or  two  other  sites  usually  frequented  by 
gypsies  and  other  travellers  have  again  been  much  used  during  the  year.  In 
an  endeavour  to  overcome  this  problem  the  Council  have  accepted  the  principle 
that  suitable  sites  for  this  t^pe  of  itinerant  caravan  dweller  should  be 
provided  as  a  first  step  towards  the  ultimate  integration  of  these  people  into 
society.  During  the  year  under  review  a  special  Sob-Committee  appointed  for  the 
purpose,  selected  a  disused  quarry  in  the  Parish  of  Wateringbury  as  a  site 
suitable  for  the  establishment  of  a  gypsy  camp.  Strong  objections  were 
registered  against  the  Council’s  proposals  and  as  a  result  a  Local  Inquiry 
into  the  Scheme  will  be  heard  by  the  Minister’s  Inspector  in  the  new  year. 

These  objections  were  not  unexpected  as  the  very  nature  of  a  gypsy  caravan 
site  will  no  doubt  bring  forth  objection  no  matter  where  it  may  be  sited. 
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NOISE 


Four  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  received  during  the  year. 

One  in  the  parish  of  Y/rotham  concerned  noise  emanating  from  the  breaking 
up  of  motor  vehicles  and  the  operation  of  cranes  in  connection  therewith. 

As  a  result  of  representati ons  to  the  Management  the  nuisance  was  abated 
and  no  further  complaint  has  been  necessary. 

Several  complaints  related  to  noise  created  by  a  stone 
crushing  plant  working  at  night  in  Borough  Green.  Investigation  showed 
that  this  night  operation  was  in  fact  temporary  caused  by  a  failure  of  other 
machinery  and  the  urgent  need  for  large  quantities  of  stone  for  motorway 
construction.  After  a  short  period  normal  working  was  resumed  and  the 
complaints  ceased. 

A  further  case  related  to  noise  from  a  bean  viner  and  other 
machinery  outside  a  canning  factory,  working  at  night  during  the  peak 
season.  Temporary  scieens  were  erected  and  the  noise  mitigated. 

Mobile  food  shops  operating  their  musical  chimes  outside  the 
permitted  hours  (noon  to  7*0  p.m.)  were  another  source  of  complaint  and  is 
particularly  annoying  for  the  night  worker  who  sleeps  by  day.  Warning  letters 
have  been  sent  and  the  Authorities  from  whose  areas  these  vans  emanate 
have  been  contacted  with  a  view  to  further  warnings  being  issued. 

At  the  years  end  the  position  had  improved  but  was  still  being  kept  under 
active  review.
